The 12 point platform to 
which I refer was released 
by the national AFL-CIO 
Committee on Political Edu¬ 
cation just a day or two after 
their great victory at the 
polls on Nov. 4. 

This platform, you may be 
sure, is a set of instructions, 
a socialistic do - it - yourself 
kit for the union backed can- 
didates who were elected or 
re-elected to Congress. It 
calls for more foreign aid, 
more farm subsidies and 
controls, more federally fi¬ 
nanced housing whether it’s 
needed or not, more federal 
aid to education, more pub¬ 
lic power, more of every¬ 
thing except common sense 
and a business - like ap¬ 
proach to government.

Than Seasonal Decline 

SACRAMENTO — (CNS) 


Manufacturing employment in 
California dropped to 1,219,400 wage and salary workers 
in October, a loss of 14,600 from September, the state Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Relations reported. 

The loss was less than the usual seasonal amount, 
the Department said, be¬ 
cause the September-Octo- 
ber decline in canning was 
offset partially by gains in 
defense-related industries. 

As the fruit and vegetable 
canning season ended in 
many areas, employment in 
the industry decreased 21,- 
800 from September, to a 
total of 63,500. 

The three major defense- 
related industries continued 
to add to their work force. 

Aircraft plant employment 


jumped by 2,500 to 245,900; 
electrictl machinery climbed 
2,000 to 102,300; and ord¬ 
nance workers totaled an 
all-time high of 45,900, up 
1,000 from September.
